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W. R. Thomas Dies of Pneumoaia 

Mr. W. R. Thomas, aged 51 year3, 
died at his home in Winchester Sunday 
night at 10:15 o’clock, after a short 
illness of pneumonia. About a week 
ago Mr. Thomas was taken suddenly 
ill with the grippe, which later devel- 
oped into pneumonia, and since last 
Wednesday night his condition had 
been such that his family and physi- 
cians despaired of hi3 recovery. 

Mr. Thoma3 was a son of the late 
Capt. J. W. Thomas, one of the most 
central figures among the ^business 
men of Bourbon count.v, was born in 
this county and here spent the greater 
part of his ilfe. 

Upon the death of i his father, Capt 
Thomas, he gave up the management 
of the Estill Springs hotel, near Ir- 
vine, in which business he was engag- 
ed, to assume the management of the 
extensive lumber business at Ford, 
with his headquarters at Winchester, 
locating theie about three years ago. 

His life in Winchester was one of 
unusual business activity, and he de- 
voted much of his time to the interests 
of that city. 

As a diiector of the Blue Grass 
League, much of the credit of the suc- 
cess of the organization is due to its 
efforts in its behalf. 

The news of the death of Mr. Thom- 
as was received with deep regret by 
his host of friends in this city. Imme- 
diately upon the receipt of a message 
announcing his death, Dr. W. C. Us- 
sery, President of the Blue Grass Lea- 
gue, and Mr. Sherman Stivers, left 
for Winchester, making the trip injan 
automobile, where he, acting for the 
directors of the Leage extended his 
sympathies to the bereaved family. 
While in Winchester Dr. Ussery select- 
ed a very handsome flora 1 offering as a 
token of the esteem and affection in 
which he was held by the members of 
the board. 

He is survived by his wife, who be- 
fore her marriage was Miss Carrie 
Hanson, of Paris, one son, Hanson, 
one daughter, Miss Ethel, one brother, 
R. L. Thomas, of California, ^who was 
at his bedside when he died, and one 
sister, Mrs. John Ireland, of Lexing- 
ton. 

The funeral will be held at the 
family residence in Winchester Tues- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock, conducted 
by the Rev. J. H. McNeal, of Win- 
chester, assisted by Elder Carey E. 
Morgan of Paris.

Relief for alleged Night Riders. 

A dispatch from Washington to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer of a recent date 
says : 

“The attention of Congress is to be 
drawn to the indictments found against 
alleged night riders in Kentucky by 
Representative Cantrill, who will even 
seek to have the House Committee on 
Judiciary, give an opinion as to the 
legality of the indictments. 

“Cantrill holds that there is insuffi- 
cient ground to warrant the indict- 
ments, and that the prosecution of the 
men against whom true bills were 
found in persecution. It is his plan to 
offer a resolution directing the atten- 
tion of Congress to the indictments 
and asking for an opinion of the Judic- 
iary Committee. 

“Cantrill received] a letter today 
from Rev. John S. Steers, a member 
of the Kentucky Legislature, in which 
the clergyman gives w’hat he says is a 
true statement of the case upon which 
the Department of Justice based its 
indictments of those 12 alleged night 
riders, who are also members of the 
Burley Society. 

“Mr. Steers says that William T. 
Osborne, who. it is claimed in the in- 
dictment, was the victim of the night 
riders, had promised the tobacco orga- 
nization of wtiich he was a member, 
that he would not ship his tobacco, al- 
though he refused to pool it with the 
other tobacco raisers of Grant county, 
97 per cent of whose product was in 
the pool. 

“In Novebmer, 1907, however. Os- 
borne hauled his crop to the Dry Ridge 
Sation for shipment to Cincinnati. 
The membes of the local union learned 
of his and at a meeting on Thanksgiv- 
ing night appointed a committee to 
wait upon Osborne. 

“Thi3 committe was composed of J. 
S. Carter, a brother-in-law of Osborne, 
A. C. Webb and R. L. Conrad. They 
drove to the station and pleaded ^with 
Osborne not to ship his tobacco. “ 

“Osborne insisted that, inasmuch as 
he was not in the pool, he had a right 
to do what he pleased with his crop, 
but after he had been reminded of his 



promise not to ship he consented. 
Steers says, to send his tobacco back 
to his farm, provided the local union 
would haul it. 

“His request was agreed to and the 
tobacco was sent back to the farm 
where it remained until the Grant 
county pool was disposed of. 

“ ‘If tr.e facts related by Mr. Steers 
are correct, and I have no doubt they 
are, and the Department of Justice 
considers them grounds sufficient to 
warrant indictment under the criminal 
code, then no body of farmers in this 
country i3 safe from prosecution,’ said 
Cantrill today. 

“ ‘No group of farmers can be 
permitted to combine their interests 
for their protection under j,such]fcon- 
struction of the law. If those indict- 
ments hold and these men are convict- 
ed and sent to the penitentiary, then 
every agricultural'society?in this coun- 
try, formed for protecting the farmers’ 
interest, can be adjudged equally guil- 
ty. 

“ ‘Not even two men could agree to 
withhold their tobacco, wheat or other 
crop from a prospective purchaser in 
another State. All these men did was 
to argue with one of their own men 
not to ship his tobacco out of ;the 
State, in compliance with a promise he 
had previously made. 

“ ‘There is more in this case than 
appears on the surface. It has a deep 
political significance. These inictments 
were brought by Wade Ellis, while 
serving as special assistant to the At- 
torney-General. It was he who insti- 
tuted an investigation of the alleged 
night riders. They happened to be 
members of the Burley Society. 

“ ‘Now Mr. Ellis is going back to 
Ohio in the capacity of Repubilcan 
State Chairman. He is going back 
there fto wage political war against 
the Democratic party— against Gover- 
nor Harmon. It is signifiant, it seems 
to me, that Governor Harmon and 
former Senator Foraker are the attor- 
neys for the Burley Society. 

“ ‘Ellis in his prosecution of Burley 
Society members is fighting a farmres’ 
organization. I have never campaign-

From one locality it has been reported 
that tobacco has been carried away to 
the amount of 6,000 to 7,000 pounds, 
the barns having been broken into and 
the tobacco removed at night. • All 
losses thus far repored have been pool- 
ed tobacco. 

—Receipts of cattle for 1909 were 
somewhat in excess of those ©f 1908, 
but a broader beef market has made a 
better trade. There is much interest 
in the future of the market now, but 
little knowledge as to the main factors 
in it— the number of cattle on feed, 
says National Stockman. From many 
points come reports of a serious reduc- 
tion in the feeding of cattle, while very 
few sections admit an increase. It is 
hard to credit all reports for reduced 
feeding in view of the number of feed- 
er cattle that have gone from grazing 
sections and markets to feeding sec- 
tions. Certainly many people are 
feeding cattle or feed would be cheap- 
er.
